1. Claims 3- 12, 15-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Amended claims 3-12, and 15 -20 are not anticipated or rendered obvious by 
prior art.

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Bergmans (US 4,870,657 and 4,905,254) discloses adaptive equalization, which 
provides aspects of applicant's invention. 

Fay (US-4,225,832) discloses a self-adapting equalizer for use in bipolar transmission 
systems.
